Offhand rapid fire is a sport which 
depends so much on the skill of the 
shooter that | doubt that any particular 
rifle could be named as best. 

My own choice would be a Rem. 40X 
repeater in a caliber with the lightest 
recoil to meet the rules. Many over-the- 
course shooters use the Win. 70 target 
as well as the Rem. 40X. The Ruger No. 
1 might be a slight handicap since it is 
a single shot. If the Ruger 77 is 
available in a target version weighing 
over 9 Ibs. then this would be the buy in 
a Ruger. The extra weight is needed for 
steady holding. A cross hair reticule in 
a 6X to 10X scope would be ideal. The 
10X requires more off hand experience. 
My choice would be the 6X. 

If you choose the standard repeating

Course events, it would be a .308 in 12” 
twist. The best loads would be the 165 
to 185 grain hollow point boat tail 
match bullets with 3031, 4895, or H380. 
You would need to work out the loads 
for the particular rifle starting with 
handbook recommendations. 
The stock shape and dimensions are 
a personal thing. It is suggested that 
you start with a standard factory stock 
and branch out from there.

WHAT SCOPE? 


| have become an avid follower of 
benchrest shooting and last November | 
became a member of IBS. | eventually 
hope and look forward to the day that | 
will participate in IBS matches. 

| recently ordered a Remington 40XB- 
BR in caliber .222 with a 26” barrel and 
according to the factory it has a 12 1/2 
pound weight thus meeting the |.B.S. 
specifications for the Heavy Varmint 
Class. Since | have been told that | will 
have to wait at least eight months for 
delivery of the rifle, | am now devoting 
my time on deciding which scope to 
mount on the rifle. 

What is your advice as to the ideal 
scope for the Remington 40XB-BR in 
this weight so as not to exceed the 
1.B.S. competition weight limits. As | am 
new to this area of shooting | will ap- 
preciate any advice you may have to of- 
fer, as you know the market for scopes 
is quite large and to say the least it can 
be confusing to a novice in benchrest 
shooting.

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Many bench rest shooters are using 
short scopes mounted entirely on the 
receiver. The short 20X Lyman seems to 
be preferred, but the Unertl and 
Leopold are also used. We have not 
examined the new short Redfield. 

If you plan to possibly get into rebed- 
ding using the epoxy barrel bedding 
then it is suggested that you consider 
only the long scopes such as the 
Lyman super target spot or the Redfield 
3200 or one of the ligher Unertls such 
as the 1 1/4” target. The 2” Unertl 
sometimes puts the 40X over 13 1/2 Ibs., 
but not always. | use all of these with 
no problems. 

When the epoxy barrel bedding 
method is used the general practice is 
to mount the scope so that it bridges 
the epoxy under the barrel. This gives 
less danger of scope and barreled- 
action interaction due to vibration or 
flexing. The short scopes are just too 
short to accomplish this mounting.

The bridge type 
Leupold is a good one. The Redfield is 
essentially identical and has been the 
No. 1 for a long time. It would also be 
possible to use the Redfield 3200 mount 
if they will supply the proper bases to 
mount the scope on the receiver, which 
| doubt, unless they are using this 
mount for their new short scope. 

If weight is a problem, as it 
sometimes is on a light varmint or 
sporter, Redfield makes front and rear 
bases without the bridge, thereby cut- 
ting the weight considerably.

MOULDING CORES 


The jacketed bullet must have a lead 
core and as a general rule it is made 
from lead wire of proper diameter and 
cut to length with one of the number of 
core cutters on the market. Another ap- 
proach, not widely used, is moulding 
the core with a suitable core mould. 


D.R. Corbin Mfg. Co. makes such 


a core mould. It is rather unique 
in design and use (see photo above). 
Each chamber in the four cavities is ad- 
justable for different weights. This 
allows adjusting for one weight in all 
cavities or as many as four different 
weights before the moulding session. A 
stop bar under the four cavities also

acts as an ejector of cores after they 
are poured. The mould assembly is 
designed to be mounted on a work 
bench with bolts or screws. It can be 
held with a “C’”’ clamp or in a vise. 
There is no need to turn the mould over 
to get the cores out as we will see later. 

We must use pure lead for cores and 
bullet forming if we are going to make 
acceptable bullets and to prevent ex- 
cessive pressures in our bullet dies and 
press. When we are looking for junk 
lead keep this in mind. Most lead we 
pick up as scrap lead is an alloy and is 
too hard. Hunting around will usually 
produce some source of pure lead, or it 
can be bought from a supply house. 

The first chore we must accomplish 
is adjusting the mould for the bullet 
weight desired. We found one problem 
at once when we started adjusting the 
cavities for a particular weight. The two 
outside studs which adjust the stop bar 
have only one nut to adjust the total 
travel of the bar. This made it im- 
possible to hold any setting. Two 1/4” 
nuts were added, one to each stud, to 
act as lock nuts. This held the stop bar 
setting perfect during moulding. 

The individual cavities were then ad- 
justed for a predetermined weight. 
Each cavity is held in adjustment by its

own lock nut. The instructions with the 
mould indicate that the cavities can be 
set with a sample core or toothpick. We 
found this to be a very coarse method, 
since we wanted all four cavities ad- 
justed for identical weights. It is of 
major importance to have each and 
every core for a lot of bullets giving the 
same weight and diameter if we are 
going to make the best possible bullets 
(see P.S., March ’71, pg. 15). 

The only way we found to get all four 
cavities set exactly alike was with a 
depth micrometer, measuring from the 
top of the mould body, with the sprue 
cutter rotated to the open position, to 
the bottom of each cavity. This proved 
to be a rather rapid method in addition 
to giving exact duplication of cavity 
lengths. We mounted the mould in a 
vise on the bench, got the ‘lead pot 
going and were ready to mould. 

Lead is poured in the normal manner 
for a multi-cavity mould. After cooling, 
the sprue cutter is moved clockwise to 
clear the cavities. The stop bar on the 
bottom of the assembly is pushed up- 
ward, and all four cores are ejected up- 
ward like toast from a toaster. By 
wearing protective gloves, no mallet is 
needed to operate the sprue cutter or 
ejector. We found this to be a very 
quick and easy operation after using 
the mould for a short period. 

For anyone who has not had ex- 
perience with conventional moulding 
equipment, a word of warning. Protec- 
tive clothing is a must. To prevent 
mishaps wear heavy gloves, long 
sleeves and eye protection. Run the 
wife and kids out. Be careful! The lead 
is something over 621°F. Getting it on 
bare skin will not be the high point of 
your day! 

If already equipped with the 
necessary tools to melt and pour bullets 
with conventional moulds, you may or 
may not have the equipment required to 
get the desired results with this mould. 
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First of all the mould is large, has a lot 
of metal-to-air surfaces. Getting the 
mould up to working temperature to get 
rid of all defects in the finished core 
and keeping it there requires a rather 
large reservoir. 

The ability to get it into the cavities 
quickly before the metal has a chance 
to cool down is important. We found 
that the electric pot we usually use did 
not have enough clearance to get this 
mould under the metering spout. The 
Corbin mould is 4 1/4” high, so at least 
4 1/2" is needed between the base and 
spout of an electric pot. In addition, the 
ability to get a large amount of lead 
poured in minimum time is required. We 
found that we had success only when 
we got a large open pot of lead going 
and did our pouring with a small plum- 
ber’s ladle. With this setup we had no 
trouble getting the mould up to working 
temperature and keeping it there. The 
plumber’s ladle made it possible to get 
the lead poured quick enough to 
prevent voids in the finished cores. We 
had little success with the conventional 
pot and dipper made for bullet 
moulding. Also, our finished core 
uniformity in length and diameter im- 
proved to acceptable limits with the 
open pot and ladle. 

The initial bullet making dies which 
Corbin sells are designed to seat this 
moulded core into the jacket without 
further forming. A core forming die to 
reform the core before core seating is 
now also available. More on that at a 
later date. 

The moulded cores check out in 
length and diameter to acceptable 
tolerances for making hunting and in- 
formal target shoting. Any difference is 
due to one of two things: uneven heat 
throughout the mould or uneven 
pouring rates into the _ individual 
cavities. This results in different 
cooling rates which affect overall 
length and diameter of finished cores. 
Attention to detail during pouring will 
eliminate this problem. 

Just to see what could be done with 
these moulded cores for quality match 
bullets, we reformed selected moulded 
cores in a B & A core forming die. We 
found that we could make quality cores. 
The need for checking the moulded 
cores for uniform length and diameter 
and being very selective will be ap- 
parent to the experienced competitive 
bullet maker. Bullets for hunting and in- 
formal target shooting can probably be 
made with cores as they come from the 
mould. Again, being selective will pay 
off with a better finished bullet. 
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The core mould can eliminate the 
current high cost of lead wire needed 
for jacket bullet making. Unlike 
moulding bullets for handgun and rifle 
use with conventional moulds, the need 
for pure lead, well fluxed, is necssary 
for core moulding. It takes time to do, 
and is far from a quick way of getting 
the required core. In addition, it takes 
time to check the cores for im- 
perfections and differences in length 
and diameter. For the individual willing 


to work at it, take time and be selective, 
acceptable cores can be made with the 
Corbin mould. 

Current list price for the mould is 
$29.50. Core diameters are available in 
the following sizes: .186’, .208’’, .224’’, 
248”, .310"’ and .375’’ which covers 
bullets from .224 to .45 cal. For a 
current catalog of all products offered, 
send $2.00 to D. R. Corbin Mfg.

Bruno Muzzani is a knowledgeable 
gun buff, demanding perfectionist and 
gun writer for Diana Arms and others.

Giorgio and Bruno are to the Italian 
game what Warren Page and Mike 
Walker have been to the American ver- 
sion, the technician and the writer, 
working hand in hand to improve the 
sport. 

Whenever these men compete the 
spirit is hot and the scores are close as 
revealed in this report. 

The benches at Codogno, Italy are 
four in number. Expansion is an- 
ticipated as the sport grows. 

Conditions for the two day event 
were fair with average mirage present. 
In spite of average weather the spirit of 
the event was quite good and the 
following shooters posted victories. 

In Light Varmint Giorgio Tinarelli 
took the top spot with a .3480 
aggregate. Listed in milimeters it is 
9.66. Bruno Muzzani was second with 
.3779 (10.49 mm and Albert Midili cap- 
tured third with .3869 (10.74 mm). 

This match reporting in mm is the 
first occasion we have had to see 
aggregates listed with metric 
designations. Even the little ones look 
big in number. Perhaps this will be the 
way all shoot reports will be given in 
time. 

Heavy Varmint found Bruno Muzzani 
winning with a .2977 (8.27 mm). Alberto 
Midili was second with .3315 (9.21 mm) 
and G. F. Manfredini won third spot 
with .3542 (9.84 mm). 

At the completion of the two day 
event Giorgio Tinarelli was the 100 
meter Light Varmint champion with a 
.2833 aggregate (7.87 mm), followed at 
the 200 meter line by Bruno Muzzani 
with .3633 (10.86 mm). 

Heavy Varmint honors went to Bruno 
Muzzani at 100 meters with .2422 (6.73 
mm). Bruno also captured the 200 
meter title with .3537 (9.82 mm). 
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In looking at the shoot report, in 
Italian, the following measurements 
indicate the national records of this 
relatively new shooting group.

stocks, took the honors, with a .4666, 
easing in ahead of Ed Shilen’s .4708.

In truth, my impression was 
that everyone, Aussies and Yanks, were 
having too good a time to grow “‘fier- 
cely competitive.” 

The 100 Yard Light Varmint was the 
occasion of an extremely popular win. 
Charlie Womack, proudly wearing his 
maple leaf shooting cap, proceeded to 
prove there’s benchrest talent in 
Canada, too. His .3992 aggregate was 
the closest thing to a run away victory 
anyone enjoyed during the entire 
Australian trip, putting him comfortably 
ahead of Ann Brummell’s .4684, and 
Chet Brown’s .4784. Charlie had been 
“hurtin’ kinda bad’”’ for almost a week 
— asore leg — and his win made the 
aches just a little more bearable. (As a 
matter of fact, he even lost a bit of the 
limp that had made us all feed sym- 
pathy pains). 

Chet Brown was finding Queensland 
very much to his liking. At 200 yards, 
under the same conditions that tor-

mented us all day Saturday, he and Bill 
Minneman got together in a real cat 
fight. When it was all over, the Califor- 
nian posted a .5650, bettering Bill’s 
.5652 by a scant .0002! Like | said, it 
was a Cat fight. The next 3 places went 
to Aussie shooters: Nev Madden 
(.5830), Tom Brummell (.6282), Ron 
Marsden (.6311). 

In the Grand, Nev beat out Chet 
Brown, .5564 to .5665. Bill Minneman 
and Lee Six tied for third place, (.6311), 
and Ann Brummell was in fifth, with a 
.6404. Nev, of course, received the 
Robert W. Hart Memorial Trophy, 
donated by Bob’s son, Wally.

both Brisbane and Canberra there 
existed an atmostphere virtually im- 
possible to describe, except as 
“relaxed”, or the equally inprecise 
“happy.”’ Whatever — shooting was fun 
... smiles and laughter were the order 
of the day .. . every day! 

The Australians admire and respect 
the Yanks, and are well informed in- 
so-far as benchrest activity in the 
States is concerned. (Both PRECISION 
SHOOTING, and RIFLE are widely 
read). The Aussies are looking forward 
to the day — and it won’t be long, now 
— when they reach parity with the 
Yanks, especially in terms of equip- 
ment, and technical know-how. 
(Although accustomed to the legendary 
“openness” of benchresters, one could 
still be very proud of the pro’s named 
Brown, and Shilen, and Six as they 
fielded questions tossed up by the 
Aussies). They, the Austrailians, do not 
understand the political in-fighting that 
seems to be part and parcel of bench- 
rest in the States — but who the hell 
does? 

In summary, the November trip bodes 
well for the future of our sport, as a 
viable international activity.
